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Opposition, NDP to dash over documents 


Almost 1,000 
lighthouses on 
chopping block 

property The world famous 
Peggy’s Cove lighthouse is 
among the close to 1,000 
lighthouses across Canada 
deemed surplus property 
by the federal 
government’s Department 
of Fisheries and Oceans. 

According to the DFO 
website, it has declared 976 
lighthouses — including 
about 480 active ones — as 
surplus to its needs and no 
longer wants them. A total 
of 138 lighthouses from 
Nova Scotia made the list, 
released by DFO late last 
month when its new Her¬ 
itage Lighthouse Protec¬ 
tion Act came into effect. 

The DFO website says 
that individuals, cities or 
non-profit groups may ap¬ 
ply for heritage designa¬ 
tion of federally owned 
lighthouses. Owners would 
have to submit a business 
plan showing their use 
would be “economically vi¬ 
able over the long term, 
and that they have the ca¬ 
pacity to manage the prop¬ 
erty.”

At issue is the 281 busi¬ 
ness documents the gov¬ 
ernment withheld from 
the auditor general. Liber¬ 
al MLA Keith Colwell will 
present motions to have 


the committee subpoena 
the documents. Colwell, 
supported by the Tories, al¬ 
so wants Premier Darrell 
Dexter to appear before 
the committee and answer 
questions on the matter. 

But the NDP have a ma¬ 
jority of committee mem¬ 
bers and the motions are 
highly unlikely to pass. 
NDP MLA Leonard Preyra 
called the Liberal motions 
a “silly bit of grandstand¬ 
ing.” 

Preyra said the govern¬ 
ment fully intends to hand 
over the documents, but 


they first need to pass new 
legislation so that doing so 
doesn’t breach cabinet 
confidentiality rules. 

“They know that the 
government and the audi¬ 
tor general both want the 
same thing, which is es¬ 
sentially to get (him) these 
documents quickly,” said 
Preyra. 

But Colwell is trying to 
frame the vote in a differ¬ 
ent light. “If it doesn’t hap¬ 
pen it shows they’re not 
going to be transparent 
about this whole thing, pe¬ 
riod,” he said. 


Don’t Taser 
mentally 111, 
probe hears 

Series of stun gun shocks 
only agitated Hyde: Counsel 


Tasers should not be used 
to restrain people known 
to be suffering from a 
mental illness or showing 
signs of emotional distur¬ 
bance, the lead counsel 
for an inquiry into the 
death of a schizophrenic 
Nova Scotia man recom¬ 
mended yesterday as the 
probe drew to a close. 

Dan MacRury, in his clos¬ 
ing submission, said the in¬ 
quiry heard expert evi¬ 
dence that Howard Hyde’s 
death in a Dartmouth jail 
cell on Nov. 22, 2007, was 
not linked to the re¬ 
peated jolts he re¬ 
ceived from a stun 
gun while in Halifax 
Regional Police cus¬ 
tody 30 hours earlier. 

However, MacRury 
said a decision by po¬ 
lice to repeatedly use 
a Taser on Hyde 
when he tried to flee 
the police station only en¬ 
raged a man who needed 
psychiatric treatment in¬ 
stead of incarceration. 

“The use of the Taser on 
Mr. Hyde had the opposite 
effect than the officers had 
anticipated,” MacRury told 
the inquiry, noting police 
were told by Hyde's com¬ 
mon-law wife he was suf¬ 
fering a psychotic episode 
and had not been taking 
his medication for months 
when he allegedly assault¬ 
ed her. 

“The Taser, rather than 
being a debilitating influ¬ 
ence, escalated the level of 
agitation, strength and

mental disturbance of Mr. 
Hyde.” 

The inquiry, which start¬ 
ed last July, heard Hyde’s 
sudden burst of strength 
could be attributed to a 
condition known as auto¬ 
nomic hyperarousal or ex¬ 
cited delirium. 

The condition is 
characterized by sev¬ 
eral traits, including 
incoherence, para¬ 
noia and suddenly 
intense, violent be¬ 
haviour marked by 
profuse sweating 
and an elevated 
heart rate. 

The medical exam¬ 
iner ruled the cause of 
Hyde’s death was excited 
delirium due to paranoid 
schizophrenia with three 
contributing factors: re¬ 
straint, obesity and heart 
disease. 

MacRury said police in 
Nova Scotia should be told 
to stop using Tasers on 
mentally ill people, or 
those showing symptoms, 
because of the increased 
risk of serious injury and 
death. “The evidence is 
clear: crisis intervention 
techniques do work and 
the application of Tasers do 
not,” MacRury said.

Bus terminal would be on park land, but drivers want new loos

Bus drivers and nature 
lovers faced off at Halifax 
regional council last night. 

The floor was open to the 
public to discuss the pro¬ 
posed site of a new, $9.5- 
million Dartmouth bus ter¬ 
minal. It would take out 3.5 
acres of wilderness on the 
Dartmouth Common be¬ 
tween the Dartmouth 
Sportsplex and Dartmouth 
High School. 

Council ended up voting 
20-3 to change the Munici¬ 
pal Planning Strategy to al¬ 
low for a terminal in that 
area. They have not ap¬ 
proved a specific design. 


• Council approved a heritage 
distinction for the property on 
Kirk Road last night. The prop¬ 
erty called Finntigh Mara, 
meaning “small house on the 
sea" in Gaelic, is tucked in be¬ 
hind SirSandford Fleming Park 

Several drivers expressed 
their frustration at the lack 
of bathroom facilities and 
the safety concerns at the 
current terminal in the 
Sportsplex parking lot. 

“Every minute you sit 
here and drag this out our 
guys are suffering,” said 
bus driver Paul MacDonald. 

A hut was built for driv¬ 
ers to use, but MacDonald

Marterra Inc. wants to build a 
housing project on the 3-5- 
acre lot. They will be dividing it 
into 10 house lots and subdi¬ 
viding the main house on the 
property into two units. 

called it “disgusting.”

The drivers who spoke 
said the current terminal is

He suggested 
building the terminal at 
Alderney Landing, close to 
the ferry landing. Staff said 
it wasn’t a viable option be¬ 
cause buses would have to 
go out of the way and it 
would cost $550,000 a year 
to divert buses to the site.

Meldrum said in residen¬ 
tial settings, they encour¬ 
age people to only use ex¬ 
tension cords for short¬ 
term, temporaiy work. He 
said for items needing regu¬ 
lar power in a residence, a 
wall outlet should always 
be used. 

“Certainly, when we use 
extension cords, consult 


with your provider ... to 
make sure the extension 
cord you are using is a 
heavy enough gauge to sup¬ 
port the amount of power 
load you’ll put through it.” 

Close to 100 people were 
living in the building that 
caught fire last Thursday 
evening. On Monday, resi¬ 
dents learned that only 
about 25 apartments could 


be safely reoccupied, mean¬ 
ing two-thirds of the ten¬ 
ants won’t be able to return 
to the 74-unit building.

Jury selected 
for Maguire 
murder trial 

crime Jurors were selected 
at Halifax’s Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court yesterday 
to serve in the trial of 
Desmond Maguire, who 
was charged with first-de¬ 
gree murder in the death 
of Jennifer Horne, 20. 

Out of about 300 candi¬ 
dates, seven men and four 
women were chosen to 
serve as the jury, as well as 
two male alternates. 

There is currently a pub¬ 
lication ban on the trial 
proceedings. 

The selection process 
did not begin until just be¬ 
fore 11 a.m., and the 
process was 
slow, with 
only two 
chosen by 
noon. It 
took until 
just after 3 
p.m. before 
a panel of 
jurors, the 
Crown and 
defence lawyers selected 
the 14 jurors and alter¬ 
nates. About two-dozen 
candidates were deemed 
unacceptable to serve. 

“I wasn’t terribly 
surprised by the number,” 
said Crown lawyer Robert 
Morrison. “We thought 
there was the possibility 
there, but we didn’t think 
it would be the majority of 
people who would have a 
preformed opinion of 
things.” 

This came one day after 
Ashley Haley, Maguire’s 
common-law wife, pleaded 
guilty to the same crime. 

The trial begins today at 
9:30 a.m. with the opening 
statements and the display 
of evidence.

Liberals pan Dexter government's first year in office, citing broken promises

Dragging down the aver¬ 
age was the Promises sec¬ 
tion, where the NDP re¬ 
ceived an F from the Liber¬ 
als for broken pledges to 
not increase taxes or intro¬ 
duce a deficit. It got a D in 
Fairness and D- in Account¬ 
ability. 

The attached notes were 
not favourable. 

A grade of D is still tech¬ 
nically a passing one, but 
Liberal Leader Stephen Mc¬ 
Neil downplayed that. 

“I don’t know what your 
report card looked like, but 
I can certainly tell you com¬ 
ing home to my mother, it 
wouldn’t have been a good 
day,” he said.

construction in Halifax 
went up last month — way 
up. 

According to data 
released from the Canada 
Mortgage and Housing 
Corp., there were 303 hous¬ 
ing starts in Halifax for 
May, up from 126 recorded 
for the same month in 
2009. 

Multiple starts increased 
the most — up to 223 units 
from 59. Single starts were 
up to 80 units from 67. 

“May numbers were sup¬ 
ported by a high level of 
apartment construction 
starts as 187 new units 
broke ground,” Tim 
Andrews, market analyst 
with CMHC’s Atlantic Busi¬ 
ness Centre, said in a 
release. “The overall 
increase in construction ac¬ 
tivity is reflective of stable 
employment levels, near¬ 
record wages and 
continued in-migration.”

Choppers delayed: Defence 


Two-thirds of Canada's 
new fleet of 28 navy heli¬ 
copters won't begin deliv¬ 
ery until June 2012, almost 
3^2 years behind the 
original schedule, the 
Defence Department has 
confirmed. 

The delivery date in the 
$ 5-billion contract with 
Sikorsky to replace the ag¬ 
ing Sea King fleet was No¬ 
vember 2008. The Defence 
Department delayed that 
last year when it renegoti¬ 
ated the deal so that an 
“interim” version of the 
CH-148 helicopter would 
begin delivery in Novem¬ 
ber 2010. 


The department had 
stated those helicopters 
would be delivered at a 
rate of one per month, 
which would have brought 
19 of the choppers to Cana¬ 
dian bases by June 2012. 

However, Lianne Lebel, a 
spokeswoman for the De¬ 
fence Department, says six 
interim helicopters will 
come before 2012. 

“In October 2009, Siko¬ 
rsky advised the govern¬ 
ment that it would deliver 
six interim helicopters 
starting in November 2010 
in advance of the delivery 
of fully compliant helicop¬ 
ters in June 2012,” she 


Upgrades 

• The remaining 22 heli¬ 
copters will have upgraded 
engines and begin delivery 
in 2012, at which time the 
group of six early choppers 
will be sent back to have 
their engines retrofitted, 
said a Defence Department 
spokesperson. 

said. “Six interim helicop¬ 
ters are sufficient to com¬ 
plete the necessary opera¬ 
tional testing and training 
until fully compliant heli¬ 
copters are delivered.” 

Col. Sam Michaud, the 


commander of 12 Wing 
Shearwater air base in No¬ 
va Scotia, said in August 
2009 that the first helicop¬ 
ter was expected in No¬ 
vember 2010 and there 
would be “one per month 
after that.” He went on to 
say, “according to the re¬ 
vised contract, Sikorsky 
will deliver essentially the 
complete aircraft, but it 
has some performance 
shortfalls related to power 
output and weight. They 
have until the 19th aircraft 
to come up with the final 
maritime helicopter con¬ 
figuration.”

science It’s “irresponsible 
and despicable” that many 
overseas clinics are 
purporting to offer stem 
cell treatments for people 
with illnesses without any 
scientific evidence, says 
the head of Canada’s Stem 
Cell Network. 

A study group report re¬ 
leased yesterday by the In¬ 
ternational Society for 
Stem Cell Research aims 
to educate those who 
might be tempted, by pro¬ 
viding criteria for people 
to evaluate claims made 
by hundreds of these so- 
called “rogue” clinics 
around the world. 

“There’s been so much 
excitement around stem 
cell research and with 
good reason — it offers 
tremendous hope to cure 
many devastating diseases 
that currently there’s no 
treatment for, but we’re 
not there yet,” Drew Lyall, 
executive director of the 
Stem Cell Network, said. 

Clinics and companies 
are “preying on the 
desperate and the vulnera¬ 
ble, and taking as much 
money as they can from 
them in the process,” he 
said. 

The report recommends 
that each clinic be evaluat¬ 
ed on whether it’s been 
approved by a research 
ethics board in its jurisdic¬ 
tion, and whether it’s 
been approved by an inter¬ 
nationally recognized na¬ 
tional oversight body.

In the interview, he

Doctor unveils anti-rape condom

south Africa A doctor has 
launched a new female con¬ 
dom aimed at preventing 
rapes — and she plans to 
give away 30,000 for free 
before the start of the 
World Cup. 

The female condom, 
Rape-aXe, is covered by tiny 
hooks which, in case of 
rape, attach themselves to 
the attacker’s penis. Ac¬ 
cording to its creator the 


only way to remove the 
condom is in hospital 
where the man would be 
identified as a criminal. 

Unlike previous proto¬ 
types, it would not cut the 
attacker’s skin, reducing 
the risk of HIV infection. 

It’s inventor, Dr. Sonnet 
Ehlers said she was inspired 
by a rape victim who told 
her “if only I had teeth 
down there.” She explained 
the system would cause 
great pain, leaving time for 
the victim to escape. 



Dr. Sonnet Ehlers developed 
the condom because South 
Africa has one of the highest 
rates of rape in the world. 
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WHO boss 
denies H1N1 
reports 

flu The head of the World 
Health Organization said 
yesterday that her 
decisions about the H1N1 
virus, also known as swine 
flu, were not influenced by 
advisers’ links to pharma¬ 
ceutical companies, which 
were pointed out in an arti¬ 
cle this month. The article 
last week in the BMJ point¬ 
ed out that WHO did not 
disclose potential conflicts 
of interest among some of 
the experts involved in 
writing guidelines for pan¬ 
demic flu preparations. 
Three scientists out of 22 
who worked on the guide¬ 
lines were named as having 
received some money from 
pharmaceuticals. 

“At no time, not for one 
second, did commercial in¬ 
terests enter my decision¬ 
making,” WHO Director- 
General Margaret Chan 
said.

The only thing funnier 
was that photograph of 
Canada’s national sepa¬ 
ratist wearing a shower cap 
at a cheese factoiy during 
the 1997 federal election. 
But I digress. 

The fact that you and I 
are paying $2 million for 
the lake by the lake (com¬ 
plete with Muslcolca chairs) 
as an amenity for interna¬ 
tional journalists who may 
be intimidated by a real 
lake and need to stay in¬ 
doors is not so funny. 


Nor is the estimated $2- 
billion price tag for both 
the G20 in Toronto and the 
G8 in the real Muslcolca.

Report pushes 
feds to innovate 


Put improvements before inventions: Think-tank 


The Canadian government 
puts too much emphasis 
on invention, and not 
enough on innovation — 
even though the latter 
drives economic prosperi¬ 
ty, according to a new 
report from a competitive¬ 
ness think-tank. 

Government policy tends 
to support inventions at the 
expense of improvements 
in existing products or 
processes that would pro¬ 
vide value to consumers, 
says the provincially fund¬ 
ed Institute for Competi¬ 
tiveness and Prosperity. 

For instance, the latest 
federal budget increased 
funding for the research 


granting councils by $32 
billion. Of this increase, $29 
billion was directed to sci¬ 
ences and health research, 
and only $3 billion to social 
sciences and humanities, 
which would include busi¬ 
ness schools and executive 
management programs. 

“We need science-based 
discoveiy as a foundation 
for innovation. But our 
prosperity is the result of 
business innovation that 
adds value to our day-to-day 
lives,” said Roger Martin, 
chair of the institute. 

The report argues 
against government cuts in 
education as a means to 
dealing with sky-high 


deficits. That was the ap¬ 
proach Ottawa took in the 
mid-1990s, and it would be 
a mistake to do it again, 
the institute said. 

Canada once invested in 
education at nearly the 
same per capita rate as the 
U.S., but has fallen behind 
by as much as 21 per cent. 

“We must continue mak¬ 
ing investments in educa¬ 
tion to increase access for 
all Canadians to post sec- 
ondaiy education, to raise 
the number of master’s 
graduates, and to improve 
the classroom experience 
for students,” the report 
said.

Construction slows as 
housing market cools 


housing New home con¬ 
struction slowed in May as 
the number of startups last 
month fell below econo¬ 
mists’ expectations — the 
latest indicator that Cana¬ 
da’s once white-hot hous¬ 
ing market is cooling off. 

Canada Mortgage and 
Housing Corp. reported 
yesterday that the annual 
rate of housing starts 
dropped last month, peg¬ 
ging the rate at 189,100 
units in May, down from a 
revised 201,800 in April. 

Douglas Porter, deputy 
chief economist at the Bank 
of Montreal, said May’s fig¬ 
ures were below expecta¬ 
tions but “hardly a shock.” 

“The surprise so far in 
2010 had been how quick¬ 
ly starts had ramped up 


from their depressed levels 
a year ago,” Porter wrote 
in a note yesterday. “While 
the May level of starts is 
the lowest so far this year, 
it’s still above where we 
see activity for all of 2010.” 

Economists have widely 
predicted a slowdown in 
the housing market in the 
second half of 2010. 

Consumers 
pushed many 
sales forward 
into the latter 
half of 2009 I 
and the early 
part of 2010 in 
order to get into 
the market in ad¬ 
vance of tougher new 
mortgage rules in April, 
the widely expected inter¬ 
est rate increase that was 


announced by the Bank of 
Canada in June and the 
implementation of the 
harmonized sales tax in 
Ontario and B.C. coming 

July i. 

CMHC said the decrease 
in May is consistent with 
its forecast of 182,000 
housing starts for all of 
2010.

Andre Levingston has 
been given the reins of 
the Premier Basketball 
League.

The Halifax Rainmen 
owner was officially un¬ 
veiled as the PBL’s new 
president yesterday follow¬ 
ing the league’s annual 
meetings in Chicago and 
said he is “coming in shak¬ 
ing the rug” and that the 
league “can’t continue to 
do business as usual any¬ 
more.” Levingston, whose 
role with the Rainmen is 
expected to be unchanged, 
said his main focus is to 
have teams with more sta¬ 
ble ownership. 

“No longer are we look¬

“We want solid owner¬ 
ship that will run business 
the way we want business 
run.” 

Although Levingston did¬ 
n’t come out and say it, it’s 
safe to say franchises such 
as the Rainmen, two-time 
champion Rochester Razor- 
Sharks and defending 
champion Lawton-Fort Sill 


(Olcla.) Cavalry are the 
teams doing business the 
way the PBL wants. 

The league is expecting 
to have eight teams next 
season, including the Saint 
John (N.B.) Millrats, who 
have been approved to relo¬ 
cate from Manchester, N.H. 

Levingston, who founded 
the Rainmen in 2007, said 
he’ll look at the budgets of 
each PBL team annually to 
ensure nobody is in over 
their heads. 

“We need to make sure 
they have the finances to 
give a good fan experience,” 
Levingston said. “I don’t 
want to see (any) shortcuts. 


“I want all the bells and 
whistles: Dance teams, on- 
court entertainment, half¬ 
time shows ... It’s profes¬ 
sional basketball and it 
should be professional bas¬ 
ketball at its best, not three 
teams doing it right and the 
rest doing it half-assed.” 

Levingston downplayed 
the potential for conflict 
and bias as a team owner 
holding such an influential 
league position. 

“It’s just common sense,” 
Levingston said. “Fair is fair 
and rules are rules and 
rules will be followed by 
everyone, including the 
Halifax Rainmen.”

Looking for smart car

It’s said that the average 
car today has more 
computing power than the 
rocket that put a man on 
the moon. 

A new research project 
by IBM and McMaster Uni¬ 
versity in Hamilton, Ont., 
is working on the theory 
of a “cognitive car” that 
will connect the vehicle’s 
multiple microprocessors, 
which currently work in 
isolation, to provide im¬ 
portant information for 
the driver. 

Such a car might predict 
vehicle failures before they 
happen, save fuel by send¬ 
ing the driver on less-con¬ 
gested routes, or even 
“talk” to other cars behind 
it to warn about hazardous 
road conditions up ahead. 

“The average car has a 
minimum of 20 micro¬ 
processors, all connected 
with multiple networks,” 
says Don Aldridge, 
general manager of 
research and life j 
sciences at IBM 
Canada. 

“The objec¬ 
tive is to elimi¬ 
nate as many of 
the separate de- ^ 
vices as possible and 
consolidate them into one, 
if we can.” 

The research includes a 
grant award from IBM and 
is intended to study how us¬ 
ing a single IBM multi-core 
processor could improve 
vehicle efficiency and safe¬ 
ty. The processor, originally 
developed for video games, 
is now used for a wide 
range of applications. 


Microprocessors can make cars more intuitive and safer to drive.

As mainstream electric 
cars get closer to their mar¬ 
ket launch, such micro¬ 
processors could be used to 
help drivers charge their 
cars at optimum times. 

“One of the challenges of 
^ electric vehicles will 
be fear of running 
^ out of juice,” 
Aldridge says. 
“By tying into a 
simple GPS re- 
quirement, it 
would give op- 
tions for charging 
w wherever I happen 
to be. You also start tying 
into the system — am I po¬ 
tentially charging at a peak 
time, or not? The system 
should be smart enough to 
give you guidance and min¬ 
imize the cost.” 

A car connected in such a 
way could know its loca¬ 
tion and how much power 
is left in its battery, tell its 
driver where the nearest 


charging station is located 
and, depending on 
whether prices are peak or 
off-peak, how much it 
would cost to recharge. 

The microprocessors 
could also simplify car-to- 
car communication. 

“At the moment, you 
have an automobile that’s 
talking to the GPS system,” 
Aldridge says. “It could al¬ 
so communicate with au¬ 
tomobiles behind it, so 
that you’d know that black 
ice is up ahead because the 
cars share that with each 
other.

- Just as they can be 

dismissed with- 
_ out notice, em¬ 
ployees are not “owned.” 
They are always free to 
leave. However, disputes 
often arise when they try 
to take their clients with 
them. 

Since clients’ affilia¬ 
tions often lie with the re¬ 
lationships that are built 
and the key employees 
who have built them, 
courts permit employers 
to protect their clients 
through contractual lim¬ 
its on post-employment 


solicitation. 

But what happens when 
there is no contract at all? 

To many clients, profes¬ 
sional engineers Robert 
Whyte and Bill Dainty 
were the “face” of their 
firm, Aquafor Beech. As 
well, their work 
accounted for a quarter 
of the company’s 
revenue. 

In the fall of 2003, 
Whyte and Dainty left 
Aquafor and established 
their own competing en¬ 
gineering firm, Calder En¬ 
gineering. Many of their 
clients remained with 
Aquafor; however, a few 
decided to leave and con¬ 
tinue their relationships 
with Calder along with 
two more Aquafor em¬ 
ployees. 

Aquafor suspected that 
Whyte and Dainty had 
acted inappropriately by 
improperly soliciting 
clients and employees. 


However, Aquafor did 
not have employment 
contracts with Whyte and 
Dainty that prohibited 
them from working for a 
competitor or soliciting 
its clients. Without con¬ 
tracts, there is nothing to 
stop ordinary employees 
from leaving and then 
competing for business. 
But this is not the case for 
fiduciary employees, who 
have obligations to their 
former employers and can 
render them vulnerable 
both during and after 
their departure. 

Since they played signif¬ 
icant roles at Aquafor, the 
court ascribed to them fi¬ 
duciary titles. However, 
there was no evidence of 
unfair competition, so 
Aquafor’s case was dis¬ 
missed.

Soldiers of fortune 

The A-Team remake ready to rip up the big screen

Bradley Cooper readily ad¬ 
mits his favourite part of 
making the big-screen 
adaptation of The A-Team 
was working with Liam 
Neeson. The Oscar-nomi¬ 
nated actor, who plays 
team leader Hannibal op¬ 
posite Cooper's Face, ele¬ 
vated the entire 
production, he insists. 

“You can’t really argue 
with the talent and ability 
and experience, which is 
what he brought to the 
movie,” Cooper says. “It’s 
like if you step on a court 
with Michael Jordan, the 
court’s going to feel differ¬ 
ent. He raised eveiyone’s 
game.” 


But Neeson is quick to 
point out he had some 
learning to do himself, es¬ 
pecially when it came to 
improvisation — some¬ 
thing Cooper does a lot. 
One particular day of 
shooting comes to 
mind for Neeson: 

“This scene starts 
that’s not on the 
page,” he remembers. 
“Bradley starts this im- 
prov, and I’m going, ‘What 
the hell is this? What is go¬ 
ing on?’ And then it would 
come to my line, and I’d 
forget my line because I 
was so busy watching 
Bradley and (director) Joe 
(Carnahan) getting off on 
each other. So it was terrify¬ 
ing, the first few days. I 
can’t do that s—. I’m an 
old traditionalist. I like to 


learn my lines and deliver 
them.” 

Improvisation aside, Nee¬ 
son speaks highly of the ex¬ 
perience of making The A- 
Team — but he also ad¬ 
mits there were draw¬ 
backs to working on 
such a big project. 
“It’s a big studio 
movie, and of course 
there’s a lot of studio 
input,” Neeson says. 
“Every time we changed a 
semicolon, a comma, of 
course it had to be passed 
through the studio. That 
would get frustrating, per¬ 
sonally speaking. Veiy frus¬ 
trating.” 

For mixed martial arts 
fighter Quinton “Ram¬ 
page” Jackson, stepping in¬ 
to the role of B.A. Baracus 
made famous by Mr. T was 


a point of honor more than 
anything else. 

“There’s no way I was go¬ 
ing to come and try and 
outdo Mr. T,” Jackson says. 
“I figured that if I just be 
myself and put myself in 
there, maybe the fans will 
accept me, because I’m 
such a big fan.” 

With The A-Team being 
Jackson’s first major movie 
role, he could be excused 
for being a little nervous 
going up against the likes 
of Neeson and Cooper. But 
he managed to keep his 
cool, he insists — except 
once. 

“My first scene working 
with Liam, when he car¬ 
jacked me in the van, 
scared the living daylights 
out of me,” Jackson says. 
“I’m from the hood. I’ve

been shot at before, I’ve 
had a gun put to my head. 
But Liam scared the hell 
out of. He put this gun to 
my head, and I almost 
pissed myself.” 

Rounding out the team is 
South African actor Sharlto 
Copley, the breakout star of 
last year’s District 9, who 
signed on to play loose-can¬ 
non pilot Murdoch. Possi¬ 
bly the biggest fan of the 
series in the cast, Copley 
found making The A-Team 


almost like a vacation. Dis¬ 
trict 9 was very grueling, 
and the role was quite 
heavy at times emotionally. 
I found this actually very 
easy,” he says, comparing 
the two films. “My part was 
the smallest of the four, so I 
had a lot of downtime in 
my trailer. I had lemurs vis¬ 
iting in my trailer, and had 
them turn it into a little 
petting zoo.

Tokyo Police Club fights on 


Retired 'buzz band' had fun 
making new album Champ

There’s a fine line 
between buzz and hype. 
No band knows this better 
than Tokyo Police Club. 

After taking the indie 
rock community by storm 
in 2006 with their debut 
EP, A Lesson In Crime, the 
Newmarket-bred/Toronto- 
based four-piece found 
themselves trying to battle 
the overwhelming hype 
that came with their first 
full-length with 2008’s Ele¬ 
phant Shell. 

Though it was a solid al¬ 
bum, the band’s decision 
to subdue the frenetic na¬ 
ture of their EP and ripen 
their songwriting skills 
caught many people off 
guard. “Going into Ele¬ 
phant Shell, we had never 
made a full record and as 


such had no idea how 
much time it would take 
to write and record one,” 
admits singer/bassist David 
Monks. “Plus we had 
sparse time between tours 
and three weeks to make 
the record. We all put a 
higher price on time off 
now. The tours are still 
gonna be there.” 

The hectic experience 
prepared the band for 
when it came time to 
make their second album 
with producer Rob 
Schnapf (Elliott Smith, 
Beck). Titled Champ, 
Monks says the pressure 
was off now, especially be¬ 
cause they had retired 
from their “buzz band” 
tenure. 

“Champ was fun. We 
just did whatever felt good 
and didn’t worry about 
things. When we were 
writing it we were at home 


and there wasn’t all of this 
anticipation. There wasn’t 
a build up with this album, 
which left us in a good 
headspace. I think we all 
consider Elephant Shell to 
be our sophomore record, 
so with this one there was¬ 
n’t any of the ‘second 
record’ stress.” 

Listeners may not hear a 
monumental leap in the 


band’s sound on Champ, 
but the extra time they 
took to make cleared up 
any confusion there may 
have been about the type 
of music Tokyo Police Club 
were making. 

“The whole writing 
process of Champ was less 
self-aware than Elephant 
Shell,” explains Monks. 
“We felt like we didn’t 


have a sound we needed to 
fit into. With Elephant 
Shell, I think we fell back 
on that.” 

Instead of trying to live 
up to the multifarious 
genre tags and descriptors 
the music received after 
their debut (Monks singles 
out “laser guitars” as a 
laughable favourite), 
Tokyo Police Club realized

the wisest thing they could 
do was stay faithful to 
their own brand of fizzy 
indie rock.

Add Monks, “The reality 
is, when you find that new 
style or sound, whatever it 
is, half the people out 
there are still just going to 
say it sounds like ‘good ol’
